OPEN LETTER TO 
BOOTS '‘N. SADDLE 


We're outraged! Once again we 
have an example of the vicious 
sexism that has lead to deep splits 
between lesbians and gay men in 
Edmonton. 

An article on lesbianism 
appearing in the May 25 Edmonton 
Journal has Conrad, manager of 
Boots ‘N Saddle, justifying why they 
ban women from this bar. We find 
that we are not.allowed in his 
establishment because of the “fights 
and destruction” we cause. Quoted — 
in the article he says, “Rather than 
have them destroy the place, we 
locked them out”. 

As two of the women interviewed 
by. the Journal, we felt the article 


breaking down thé invisibility and 
anonymity lesbians experience in 
Edmonton. A way of going out to the 
general public and dealing with the 
destructive stereotypes of lesbians. A 
way of reaching out to the many, 
many lesbians out there who are 
struggling with their sexual 
identities, thinking they are ‘the only 
ones’. We're sure the other women 
interviewed had the same 
motivation. 

And what do we find in the 
article. One of the most outrageous 
stereotypes of gay women ever _ 
dreamed up, put forward by one our 
gay ‘brothers’. We find the 
perpetuation of the myth that 
lesbians are emotionally crippled, 
tough ‘bulldykes’, always picking for 
a fight. Can’t trust those lesbians 
you know! 

Yes, we live in the real world. We 
know there are fights in bars. This is 
not surprising considering the 
combination of the emotionally- 
charged atmosphere, liberally mixed 
with alcohol. 

We have seen some women, and 
yes, some men deal with their 
emotional problems with physical 
violence. This is unfortunate. People 
like this need our understanding. As 
GATE (Gay Alliance Towards 
Equality) peer counsellors, we 
volunteer our time to offer concrete 
assistance to peole who need help in 
dealing with these kinds of 
problems. We also offer referrals to 
professional therapists. There are 
some individuals, who if they persist 
in anti-social behaviour, need to be 
banned from these establishments. 

If Boots ‘N Saddle wants to have a 
men’s only ‘cruise bar’, where men 
can pick each other up without the 
‘clutter’ of women around, why don't 
they just say so. We really couldn't 
care less. But do they have to 
rationalize this with ignorant, anti-

ince identifying myself as a 

homosexual three years ago | 

have learned a lot about 
people 
...enough to know that you can 
never really know or understand 
another lifestyle unless you are an 
integral part of it. My experience 
indicates that those who have just 
come into contact with 
homosexuality or who know about it 
from a variety of exposures seem to 
have all the answers. Those who 
have been around for awhile have 
more questions than answers. I am 
certainly not an authority on gay 
culture, however I am willing and 
looking forward to learning more. | 
have learned that what I thought 
everybody knew, a lot don’t know 
and even what we think we know 
(eg: what is a lover?), we find very 
hard to express. I have also learned 
or thought, that our society professes 
to know and care about minorities; 
that people are important and that 
everyone in this country is entitled 
te the same rights and privileges but 
it seems to take a long time for our 
democratic governments to act upon 
them or enshrine them into legisla- 
tion. I have also learned about 
frustration and discouragement. | 
have wrongly exploited and have 
been exploited but am still able to 
treasure hope in God and the good 
friends that carried me through. 
These last three years have 
fluctuated between hope and despair 
- they have been hard because of 
my immature and ill-prepared 
approach to this lifestyle. Even so, 
any person can decide what shall 
become of themself mentally and 
spiritually and this gives meaning to 
life and love. : 

People have more similarities than

We can tell 
each other apart by our 
characteristic-physical traits, 
however we are taught that we have 
basically the same biological make 
up.

same situation depending on our 
biological cast, culture, age and 
experience yet we all need love, 
approval, trust, etc. 


We also have a spiritual part of us 
that responds to beauty and this is 
a very individual element. We all 
know the saying “Beauty is in the 
eyes of the beholder”, well it’s very 
true. Every religion has some aspect 
to it that can be considered by some 
as beautiful. Every human being that 
is still being human responds to 
some sort of beauty. I guess that 
because some people think that 
spirituality is somewhat of a 
dispensible frill, beauty is the feature 
first ignored when things get econom- 
ically tight. 


Let me add a different dimension 
to this philosophy. On a visit home 
after two years at a prairie college, I 
had picked up my youngest brother 
from school and we were driving 
past familiar sights. His teacher had 
loaned him the class pet - a rat - to 
look after for the weekend. I was 
reminiscing a bit until I tuned into 
what he was saying. “All animals are 
the same. They have a stomach, a 
mind, a heart and feelings and when 
they do something wrong God 
forgives them.” Religion was largely 
unencouraged at home but having 
just come from a bible college I 
rather appreciated this concept of a 
forgiving God that Rob was 
developing. Then he went on to talk 
about how he could only bring 
home the one rat because it had 
bitten its’ mates’ tail but only after 
she had first bitten his foot. There 
was a bit of a pause and then I 
suggested that maybe the male rat 
should have just forgivén her and 
not bitten her back. “Oh No!” was 
his reply, “He didn’t trust-her.” “Oh” 
I said. I pondered over the concepts 
and philosophy of my seven year old 
brother, “You have to have trust 
before you have forgiveness.” “Yes”, 
was the matter of fact reply. To me 
this little incident demonstrates a lot 
of things. Among them are the 
emotional and spiritual élements of 
life but also the chicken and egg 
question of which came first: For 
example, do you have trust and then 


a relationship or the other way 

around? Does good communication 
precede a good relationship or vice 
versa? : 


Thinking about gay unity, our 
purpose encompasses this philosophy 
in part. | have. often heard it said 
that the greatest weakness of gay 
people is the fact that we can’t get 
together and present a unified front. 
We all know as well that one of the 
Christian church's greatest disgraces 
is its denominationalism. I’ve been 
thinking it over and decided that 
sometimes a person’s or system’s 
weaknesses are also its strengths. 
Like the person who is sensitive may 
have his feelings easily hurt. We see 
this as weakness but just as often this 
same person is just as sensitive to 
others’ feelings and is therefore often 
more aware of how others feel...a 
strength. Or consider the woman 
who is stubborn and won't give in on 
things. It’s usually her persistence 
that gets things done. So what these 
observations imply about gay fronts 
and denominationalism is that the 
strength of both is the sense of 
belonging each gives to its members. 


Both provide functions and rituals 
that give meaning to its members. 
Both provide functions and rituals 
that give meaning to all of life. 

You can be a flaunting queen or a 
butch leather and chains type. You 
can be an emotional evangelist or a 
reserved mediator or a liberal or a 
fundamentalist, depending on which 
group you've associated yourself. 
And this is where the trouble starts. 
So often people feel that if others 
don't act or think the way we do then 
there is something wrong, bad or 
different about them. They are not to 
be fully trusted and so the narrow 
nationalism begins and division is 
maintained and expanded. The 
collective individuality of both 
denominationalism and being gay 
fulfills strong needs and avenues of 
expression. Maybe part of the 
human dilemma is to keep all of 
these polarities of the human 
situation in creative balance. We 
have so much to learn still from the 
elements around us and from other 
people. END

It must be created and 
communicated by us. 


Acceptance, respect, confidence, 
comfort, contentment does not come 
from the politicians, police, or 
governments. Large numbers of 
members in gay organizations does 
not a community make. 

To make life more reasonable and 
hopeful for gay people will only 
come about when we are there for 
each other, when we are honest 
about who we are and what we are 
about, and only when our lives are 
real to us and to those who are close 
to us. We must continue to come out 
of the closet, to be visible and 
demonstrate to all that we are real, 
that gay is a lifestyle and not a label 
for sex. 


The challenge in making a 
community is to recognize and 
understand that a sense of 
community is not an unreachable 
desire but something that is already 
present in each and every one of us 
and is demonstrated in our 
committment to each other. END

An Interview with Vancouver's Richard Dopson 


Richard Dopson is the chairperson 
of the Volleyball Association as well 
as a member on the board of the 
Gay Athletic Association which is 
hosting the 1983 Gay Summer 
Games. FINEPRINT had the 
opportunity to sit down and chat 
with him for a few hours. 


FINEPRINT: Richard, dispell for us 
“the notion why gay men are 
perceived as not being interested in 
sports. Why is it that recently there 
is a greater awareness to physical 
fitness in the gay community and 
such interest in group sports? 
DOPSON: It is a sign of the times. 
People are generally interested in 
being physically fit. Gay people as 
you know are trendsetters. As in 
fashion and other lifestyle areas, 
they often set the pace. Gay men 
and women are very aware of 
physical fitness. Looking good is 
important and what better way to do 
it than through sports. The idea that 
gay men are unmasculine is a myth 
that most people are finding to be 
untrue. 

FINEPRINT: How does the sense 

of competition enter into this new 
awareness to fitness and how did it 
lead into the conception of the 
Vancouver Gay Summer Games? 
DOPSON: Let's look back at my 
personal experience with volleyball. 
Four years ago we started a league 
as an alternative activity for gay men. 
and women. People can of course 
stay home and exercise. They can 
do their sit-ups and push-ups 


mee ivicuaily, however, the idea of

getti ther offered a different 
and collective way of keeping fit. 
Working as a team, playing together 
and socializing has positive over- 
tones. In many cases it was an 
alternative to bar hopping. Soon we 
became aware that gays in other 
North American cities were 
following the same path. You name 
the sport, it was being organized 
into leagues and often into competi- 
tive events. Softball, billiards, 
volleyball, golf, track and so on. 
FINEPRINT: Was the idea of the 


_ Gay Summer Games one man’s 


idea, was it a question of brain- 
storming or was it inspiration from 


last year’s Gay Olympics? How did 


it come about and how did we here 
in Vancouver end up with the Gay 
Summer Games in 1983? 


DOPSON: We have to go back to 
last summer, when a team of 50 gay 
men and women participated in the 
San Francisco Gay Olympic Games. 
As a result a group of local gay 
athletes decided that we could 
possibly do it here in Vancouver in 
1986. After all, we brought back a 
bronze medal in billiards, two gold, 
one silver and one bronze in track 
and field and the women’s soccer 
team won a silver medal. The 
Vancouver golf team won the 
congeniality award. Bowling, softball 
and volleyball were right in there, 
too. So when we came back from 
San Francisco, we talked about 
organizing a sports council. In 
February, a dozen people met to 
examine the format of the San Fran- 
cisco Olympics. It seemed feasible 
that Vancouver could be the next 
location for the Games. So I 
contacted the fifty team members 
to get their reaction. Mr. Bert Curry, 
manager of Buddy's in Vancouver 
and a driving force behind the soft- 
ball and billiards teams, offered to 
contact the gay community businesses 
for their support. When we met three 


weeks later, we found out that all 
coniacted were very interested and 
supportive but didn’t have the time 
or money required to organize such 
an event. Consequently, the idea 
was disbanded. It looked like we 
were not going to be able to under- 
take such a complex project. Inspite 
of all, a group of us were determined 
to pursue the idea. We decided to 
try on a smaller scale for 1983. The 


- concept changed from international 


Gay Olympics to the Vancouver 
Gay Summer Games. We started 
with the four gay sports that are 
presently organized here in town. 
Volleyball and softball teams have 
been in existence for four years, 
billiards for one year and ten pin 
bowling is in it's first season. With 
these sports as a basis we decided to 
try and pull something together for 
the summer of 83. 

FINEPRINT: Have you been able to 
get support from the community at 
large, from the City or other sports 
organizations? Or are all the efforts 
coming directly from the gay 
community? : 

DOPSON: The organizing committee 
for the Summer Games approached 
City Hall for support. We have an 
appointment with Mayor Harcourt's 
communications assistant. However, 


the group decided to try and raise the 


necessary funds independently. We 
felt that by doing it on our own, we 
would establish credibility. As the 
idea was very experimental and a 
new concept for Vancouver, we felt 
that getting support would be very 
difficult and time was of the essence. 
We plan to make the Games pay for 
themselves. We hope to be cost 
effective. We decided to try it and 
learn from the experience. If we are 
successful, we would expand and 
would certainly need the co-operation 
and support of City Council, the 
police and other community groups 
in succeeding years. So far, we have 
had contact with B.C. Sports, they 
have given us verbal support and a 
promise to co-operate. 
FINEPRINT: Now that we have some 
of the background information, tell 
me what is being planned for the 3 
days between July 29 and August 1. 
Who is invited? What are the events, 
and where will they be taking 
place? 


~ DOPSON: We are expecting 500 to 


600 people. They will be competing 
in the four basic sports that are 
already organized in Vancouver - 
volleyball, softball, billiards and 
bowling. Bowling will take place at 
the Park Royal Lanes in North Van., 
softball at China Creek Park in the 
East end, volleyball at King George 
Gym at Denman and Barclay and 
billiards at Numbers bar on Davie 
St. We are expecting athletes from 
across Canada and the west coast 
of the United States. Edmonton, 
Calgary, Victoria, Sacremento, San 
Francisco, San Diego, Seattle and 
Portland have definitely confirmed 
their participation. We had originally 
sent invitations to groups in 35 cities 
across North America. Considering 
the short notice and the small scale 
of the games the response has been 
fantastic. 


FINEPRINT: Out of 500 athletes, 
how many gay women do you think 
will participate? 

DOPSON: Women are certainly 
being encouraged to enter all the 
events. We have been trying to get 
the participation of women in our 
sports activities in the past. We 
would very much like them to be 
part of the Gay Summer Games. 
However, we are having some 


difficulty in generating enough 
interest amongst the gay women. 
Some women in Vancouver partici- 
pate in sports as a recreational 
activity. It seems, however, they 
don't have the time to become 
involved in organized sports or 

the Gay Summer Games. 
FINEPRINT: In order to be part - 

of the Gay Summer Games or any 
other gay sport, a person has to be 
out of the closet. You have to be an 
admitted homosexual, after all, it is 
a high profile activity. Do you think 


- this is the reason why women stayed 


away from this event? 


DOPSON: Yes, the women’s soccer 
and softball team stressed that they 
were concerned with high visibility. 
I certainly want it to be a high . 
profile event in the gay community. 
After all, it is being organized for 
and by gay people. It is likely that 
gay women find it harder to be part 
of the games because they perhaps 
have more to lose from being so 
visible to the community at large. 
FINEPRINT: Do you think that if the 
Games are a success this year that 
we will see Vancouver hosting the 
Gay Olympic Games in the future? 
DOPSON: Yes, definitely. 
FINEPRINT: Organizing such an 
event with 600 visitors seems like a 
big project and a lot of work. What 
is planned in terms of social events 
for the three days and what accom- 
modation arrangements have you 
made for the athletes. 


FINEPRINT: Each sport will be 
responsible for their own social 
events and their own organizational 
structure as their part in the games. 
In fact, we are all working in com- 
mitees. The overall organizing 
committee is only responsible for 
registration, billeting and public 
relations. The two main social 
functions will take place on the 
weekend. The awards banquet is 
on Sunday. We are at the moment 
looking for a suitable location that 
can accommodate up to 1000 people 
as well as provide bar service. The 
conclusion of the Gay Games will 
launch the beginning of Gay Pride 
Week with Monday’s parade and a 
picnic to follow in Stanley Park. The 
Picnic will be open to all athletes, 
friends and supporters of the gay 
community in Vancouver. We are 
looking forward to a fun event with 
non-competitive games. We are 
trying to orgenize a women’s 
exhibitional softball or soccer game 
as a focal point around the picnic. 
In regards to billeting, we are still 
looking for more hosts. We are 
counting on supporters from the gay 
community. We are also going to 
need a lot of volunteers to assist with 
transportation, clerical work, referee- 
ing and the many areas necessary to 
carry out the games. 

FINEPRINT: Richard, you have 


spoken of 4 events. What about 
other gay sports such as swimming, 
cycling, golf, and other sports 

that are popular with gay men 

and women? 

DOPSON: The organizing committee 
decided that if they were to pull it 
together in a few months we would - 
have to go with the gay sports that 
are currently organized in Vancou- 
ver. 1983 is our first attempt at this 
kind of an event and while we are - 
encouraging other sports to work 
with us, we would drain our resources 
trying to establish new areas, as well 
as organize the Games. For 1983 we 


decided to concentrate our efforts on 
the games themselves. Some of the 
other sports such as golf and track 
and field have mentioned that they 


_ may host a small event, however, at 


this stage it's premature. If any 
groups are interested in organizing ~ 
or participating in the ‘83 Gay 
Summer Games they are most 
certainly welcome to join in. If not, 
then perhaps they will participate in 
the ‘84 Games. Pe 
FINEPRINT: Expo is coming to 
Vancouver in ‘86. It seems that it 
would be a good time to have the 
Gay Olympics here in Vancouver at 
that time. Do you think the 
community at large would support 
such an event when so many people 
are expected to visit B.C. and 
Vancouver in particular? 

DOPSON: This has been discussed 
and investigated. Many of the facili- 
ties have already been booked for 
‘86. This is one main factor against 
hosting any Games. City Hall has 
been contacted and word has filtered 
down that it may not be politically 
advantageous to focus the world’s 
attention on Vancouver and host the 
Gay Olympics simultaneously. I 
don't think Vancouver is ready to 
support such high profile gay 
sponsored games at that time. 
FINEPRINT: Richard, there are 
about three weeks left before the 
actual Games. Usually a lot of things 
gel at the last moment. What is there 
that the community can still do for 
better games and a more successful 
event? ; 


DOPSON: We can still use a lot 
more volunteers, a lot more! There 
is probably a lot of last minute 
things we haven't thought of yet. We 
have a main phone number where 
we can be contacted for information.

nding the Silence” was the 

name of the conference that 

took place in Edmonton May 27 
-29. Three hundred women alternately 
applauded, raged and cried as the 
two keynote speakers painted a 
vivid, bleak picture of the politics of 
sexual violence in our culture and 
why we are victims of it. 

Kate Millet, a pioneer U.S. 
feminist, author of Sexual Politics as 
well as many other well-known 
fiction and non-fiction works, 
addressed the conference, along 
with Debra Lewis, a Vancouver 
feminist and co-author of Rape: The 
Price of Coercive Sexuality. 

“We are living in a time of the 
politics of violence and mititarism”’, 
says Millet. Violence against women 
is increasing according to Lewis, in 
fact, “it is the core of keeping 

‘the system going. We have more 
violence now because women are 
starting to make gains, they are not 
taking it anymore. In effect, the glue 
that holds the system together is 


weakening”. 

“Violence against women is the 
bottom line that keeps women in 
their place and this is particularly 
true for battered women. This 
violence is not a symptom of 
patriarchy, it’s at the very core of it, 
with men acting as the police of 
patriarchy.” 

According to Lewis, “patriarchal 
culture has denied our reality” on 
the issue of violence against women. 
We are told that women attract 
sexual violence. That we enjoy or 
consent to it. Never has the ‘big lie’ 
been used so effectively in blaming 
the victim for the crime. 


The percentage of rape convictions ° 


in the U.S. is as low as 2%, 
according to Millet. The new reform 
in the Canadian Criminal Code 
dealing with sexual assault, heralded 
as a victory for women, does little to 
alter the ‘victim as criminal’ 
syndrome that women who are 
assaulted are subjected to in the 
courtroom. Says Lewis, the new 
reform “is one step forward, two 
steps back.” 

Both women spoke about the 
alarming rise in the production and 
popularity of violent pornography, 
whose theme is the submission, 
torture and degradation of women. 

Millet, calling pornography 
“propaganda for male superemacy” 
explained that porno is really “anti- 


sex’. At the centre of it is the idea 
that sexis dirty. “Pornography is 
about power, not sex; where sexual 
organs are the objects of conquest 
or defeat” she said. 

How to combat this growing, 
violent anti-woman propaganda that 
is called pornography? According to 
Lewis, the debate of the civil 
libertarians against using censorship 
laws is a phoney one. That first of 
all, it has been shown conclusively 
that pornography is harmful to 
women. But, according to Lewis, ~ 
there is never enough evidence to 
convince the defenders of 
patriarchy. Laws, however, are just 
one tool in dealing with 
pornography. They can possibly 
help get rid of the worst, most 
violent material. 

Calling for laws that are ultimately 
enforced and controlled by the state 
and not the women’s movement is 
also fraught with problems. Often 
these laws are used against 
alternate, non-mainstream art and 
literature, such aslesbian and gay 
material and not the huge big 
business male-controlled 
pornography industry. 

The only way to deal with this 
problem, is to continually raise the 
complete difference between this 
kind of material and violent, anti- 
women hate literature that is 


‘pornography. 


Millet, is also a painter and a 
sculptor with an interest in erotic art 
for women. In contrast to porno- 
graphy she described erotica as, 
“Pro-sex, a celebration of women’s 
sexuality. There is no violence in 
erotica, no one is assaulted, it 
implies complicity and respect. It is 
about sexuality in itself, not as a 
metaphor for violence. It is without 
guilt.or shame." ~~ : 

She agreed though, that given 
how “thwarted sexuality has been 
under patriarchy” that there are few 
examples of real erotica throughout 
history or much that is being 
produced today. 

Has the women’s movement come 
a long way? This was another theme 
addressed at the conference. 

According to Millet, “Yes, in 
terms of ourselves. We have decided 
that we are not free and wish to 
become so. We are organized and 
have created the conditions for a 
political movement on the part of 
women. Our oppression had made 
us completely depoliticized, we have 
recovered this. 

“We are how a conscious group. 
All our lives have changed 
radically. We have not made 
enormous gains however in terms of 
what's on paper; the legal protection 
against discrimination. Until change 
is nailed down, there is nothing 
concretely gained.”

What is interesting to note is that 
the motion was made by a male 
GATE member and the unanimous 
vote included only two women. It is 
obvious this wasn't a “ lesbians . 
against the cowboys” issue but 
rather that GATE is finally realizing 
they have a responsibility to 
maintain the “equality” part of their 
name.

ANCOUVER (CUP) The truth 

has finally come out on why 

the gay population is 
increasing. It’s because of marijuana. 

at least that’s the conclusion Vince 

Stone, president of the Surrey-based 
Marijuana Education Society of 
B.C., reached after studying all the 
data. Stone presented his theory 
to a recent B.C. Social Credit 
convention forum on human 
resources. : 

“The growing gay population is 
largely due to cannabis,” Stone said, 
explaining that marijuana contains 
female estrogen which is affecting its 
male users. 

And what's worse, Stone 
continued, is the media’s pro- 


<marijuana position something that 
“amounts to advocacy journalism”. 


“The public has unquestionably 
been denied a proper presentation 
(by the media) of what is known 
about cannabis,” he said. “Unless 
the data we have is soon transmitted 
to the public, we will probably 
witness the decline of Western 
civilization as we know it.” 

Health minister Bob McClelland, 
a member of the forum panel, told 
Stone that while he didn’t agree with 
some of his conclusions about the 
effects of marijuana, he did agree it 
is a serious problem involving a 
criminal element. 

McClelland assured any delegates 
worried about the fall of civilization 
that B.C. is urging Ottawa to 
reconsider election promises about 
decriminalizing marijuana. 


GATE CONSIDERS 
MAJOR MOVE 


ATE, for 12 years the 
cornerstone of Edmonton’s 
: gay community, is reluct- 


antly considering packing up its 
library, closing down its drop-in 
centre and becoming merely a part- 
time information/referral and distress 
telephone line. Members of GATE’s 
Executive Committee are currently 
looking at small downtown offices 
which may accomodate this plan. 

For a year now; GATE has been ~ 
trying to guarantee its continuance 
through fundraising and dances, but 
neither has produced the revenue 
needed to support its 104th Street 
centre. Small though itis, the space 
is too costly to operate: Rent alone is 
close to 600 dollars per month, and 
utilities, insurance and other 
expenses bring the total monthly 
budget to around 1,000 dollars. No 
one at GATE is paid, nor does it 
receive government grants. 
Currently, a significant -part of 
GATE's budget comes from the 
support it receives from its 
counsellors and executive. 

As GATE's Social Services 
Director, I am alarmed at seeing 
GATE shrink — shrink to the point 
of non-functioning — and I will use 
whatever means I can in order to 


prevent this from happening 
(including this unsanctioned article). 

I am not just alarmed, I am angry 
and distressed that so few of the 
people for who GATE has been 
significant — and who see the 
significance of GATE — are giving 
GATE any significant support. The 
drop-in centre and the library have 
been and should’continue. to be 
essential elements in the coming-out 
experiences of very many gay men 
and women, offering something no 
club or disco can-offer. The same is 
true of the face-to-face peer 
counselling. Without its face-to-face 
counselling, without its drop-in 
centre, without its-library; GATE 
might just as well fold-its social 
services program and forget about 
helping people. 

Recently, I have had the chance 
to talk with people who run gay 
community centres in Los Angeles, 
Phoenix, Baton Rouge, St. Louis and 
Saskatoon, and-to compare the 
services offered by their centres with 
those offered by GATE. Not one of 
them offered a program equal to 
GATE'’s in continuity, comprehen- 
siveness or quality. There are, in 
fact, few gay centres anywhere 
which can match GATE. 

With just a phone line, however, 
GATE will not attract men and 


-women to work on its Executive 


Committee and as peer counsellors 


who are as dedicated and excellent 
as those who are serving now. Nor 
will it have much credibility as the 
voice and advocate of the gay 
community when it appeals to 
governments at all levels (as it 
frequently does) in areas of rights, 
for it will be speaking for a 
community it never meets. It will 
probably have an even more 
difficult time raising money than it 
has had in the past. It will probably 


just atrophy and die. 

I am not being a sensationalist, 
nor am I being unduly pessimistic. 
That's not my style. I just want to 
point out to you folks out there, 
clearly and directly, that GATE isn't 
kidding. It is in trouble. And to Cry 
HELP!

However, attitudes are also a 


~ point of concern here. If indeed this 


does not prove to be a rumour, | will 
now express my anger and outrage 
as I relate to you what friends 
related to me. 

- Friends of theirs had an out of 
town visitor from Vancouver stay " 
over this past Victoria Day weekend. 
He promptly told them that he was a 
victim of and did have AIDS. 
Having a friend tell you that he or 


she has AIDS would be difficult for 
anyone; however this friend also told 
them that as someone had given him 
the disease it was not going to 
prevent him from enjoying life. An 
admirable attitude for anyone who is 
a victim of this presently incurable 
disease. At this point my heart went 
out to him, until I was told that he 
went out to the bars and picked 
someone up; and also did more than 
have this fellow just spend the night. 


Do you realize what occured? 
Someone who admittedly had AIDS, 
may have knowingly passed on his 


unfortunate illness to an innocent 
victim and this victim may inturn 
pass it on to others unknowingly, 
and so on. Right there, right now 
might well be the beginnings of an 
epidemic some months or short 
years in the future. From most 
reports this horrible disease is 
showing little signs of abating and 
one reason may be because assholes 
like this guy neéded to get his rocks 
off. 

I cannot but wonder how many 
individuals share my summation that 
this person has a disgusting, 
sickening attitude, one that may 


indeed destroy many people lives. 
Just because someone “gave” AIDS 
to him. It is more to the point to say 
that he unfortunately contracted this 
horrible disease. 

I ask “can we as gays who are 
subject to the greatest risk of 
contracting AIDS and associated 
diseases, can we survive attitudes 
like these from within our own 
community?” I might also add some 
of those who have just received 3500 
mg’s of penicillin go out to pick up 
or get picked up.

The restaurant is rather small, it

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SP ms 8 e, 
BEND AND STRETCH, 
REACH FOR THE 
STARS by Lawrence Kramer 


If the mention of stars only brings 
to your mind thoughts of Hollywood 
- Marilyn, Judy or Joan - then look 
up at the sky some night while 
you're sipping Dom Perignon on 
your 72-year-old lovers roof-top 
penthouse apartment. Although the 
stars above never have shone as 
brightly as those in Hollywood 
according to Miss Crawford they've 
been around a lot longer. From the 
dawning of time cavemen would sit 
on hilltops, their big clubs in hand, 
and fantasize about the heavens 
above and their meaning. This 
curiosity has fascinated mankind 
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for centuries and has led to the 
construction of the $15.6 million 
Edmonton Space Sciences Centre 
scheduled to open in mid 1984. 

The new centre will be the largest 
of its kind in Canada and will be 
light years ahead of its time in 
design and technology. The centre 
not only contains a planetarium but 
also an IMAX theatre and auditorium, 
an exhibit gallery, a science shop, a 
restaurant and a world-class pro- 
duction facility used to produce and 
engineer the shows. 


IMAX is a revolutionary new film 
format which uses large 70 mm film 
and produces very sharp, bright 
and huge images which are as close 
to life-like as possible. Sincé these 
films are unique the theatre they're 
shown in must be designed to facili- 


tate them. Part of the Space Sciences 
Centre is an IMAX theatre which 
seats 236 people and contains a 
huge 60 x 40 foot screen specially 
constructed for IMAX films. Put all 
this together with a 6-channel sound- 
track which relays sound better than 
any other film format around and 
you've got the next best thing to 
being there. Some of the IMAX films 
available to date take audiences on 
a tour of an erupting volcano, to the 
launch of a space shuttle, on a flight 
through the Grand Canyon, or “into 
the ocean depths for glimpses of 
cavorting whales.” These films sure 
sound thrilling but could you 
imagine “L.A. Tool & Die” or “Tub- 
tricks” in IMAX! 


The exhibit gallery is a 10,000 
square foot area built on a gently 


sloping, spiraling ramp which starts 
at the front entrance and takes you 
up gradually to the Star Theatre. 
Some exhibits will contain space 
artifacts donated by the Smithsonian 
Institute while others will lead the 
visitor from inside an atom to the far 
reaches of intergalactic space. As 
well, many exhibits will require you 
to interact with the display by way of 
manipulating buttons or. grabbing 
levers - limit this activity to exhibits 
only - please! 


If -while at the centre you get 
hungry, thirsty, feeling like 
shopping or when nature calls, all 
is provided for you at the center of 
the building close to the main 
entrance - a quality restaurant, a 
cocktail lounge, a science shop, and 
two rather large washrooms.

The “piece de resistance” in the 
Space Sciences Centre is of course 
the Planetarium Star Theatre located 
in the centre of the building. The 
ceiling in this room is actually a 
hemispherical screen approximately 
42 feet high and 70 feet in diameter 
designed to accompany the new 
Zeiss star projector along with 


hundreds of other slide and special 


effects projects located around the 
perimeter of the dome orina 
central stage. The imaces will be 
choreographed into a dazzling show 
using a computer control system 
within the building. Of course we're 
all concerned with comfort while 
watching the show so in order that 


you don't leave with a sore neck 
from staring at the ceiling, special 
space age style reclining chairs 


designed and built in France will be - 


installed in this theatre. With all this 
luxury surrounding you anda mag- 
nificent show featuring a cast of at 
least a thousand big name stars this 
just may prove to be your answer for 


an alternative to the opera. ad 
Just think, this curiosity about 
space started from as far back as the 
caveman and now you can sit in 
comfort, your big club in hand and 
fantasize about the heavens above or 
the stud in front of you. , 


JAZZ CITY SIZZLES

If the mention of syncopated: 
sound and throbbing bass notes 
bring a rush of adrenalin up your 
spine read on. Jazz City will be 
wowing audiences again this year, 


starting August 14 to the 21. The 
hottest month of the summer will 
crackle with the many imported 
international acts performing not 
only at the Citadel's Shoctor Theatre 
but at ten of Edmonton’s steamier 
nightspots - double the response 
from last year. 

Jazz City is getting more intense. 
The past three years response from 
the public has been excellent, 
however this year a different 
approach is being taken. It will be 
more of a hardcore event satisfying 
die-hard jazz purists but also 
integrating more pop sounds into the 
program.

BREAKING GLASS 


For the better part of three years 
I've been wondering why this film 
hasn't been generally released on 
our fair continent. Could it be, that 
jts’ message was too dangerous to 


the peace and security of our 
innocent social structure, or perhaps 
it was that the film was just too non- 
commercial for a profitable run in 
our teatres. I found it hard to 


‘believe that the North American 


masses were really so plebian. 
Friends, who were in London during 


the Fall of 1980, queued for hours to 


see this film, and from their 
observations, it appears that 
BREAKING GLASS was a great 
commercial success all through 
Europe. “Curiouser and curiouser”. 
About a year and a half ago, a 
major theatre chain began 
advertising, in Vancouver, that this 
film would be coming soon. I was 
overjoyed; unfortunately, It never 
arrived. Behold the onset of 
paranoia. It really worries me when 


_ people set themselves up to protect 


me from myself. 

BREAKING GLASS centres 
around a very talented woman. The 
original musical soundtrack was 
written and performed by Hazel 
O'Conner, who also stars in the lead 
role of Kate. The musical production 
of Tony Visconti is indicative of the 
big talents, if not big names, who 
are associated with this film. Since 
its’ general release in Europe, 
somewhere between the Summer 
and Fall of 1980, this film hasn't 
aged a day. Talk about being ahead 
of the times, maybe it’s just that 
we're that far behind. 

The plot follows a time honored 
formula. The Artist, young, virtuous, 
idealistic; battles the machinery of 
the system, trying to dissemminate 


their personal vision of impending 
doom. Idealism and virtue are soon 
altered by the glitter of success (a — 
trap of the machine); the Artist finds - 
themselves being devoured, whole, 
and alive; becoming the puppet of 
the beast that they once warned us 
of. Several messages are presented; 
Beware, the new right is rising; 
Fascism feeds on intolerance; 1984 _ 
is On us now. 

The craft involved in the 
production of this filmis 
remarkable; from the gentle 7 
panoramic views of London town; 
through the night; to the almost 
“Cinema Verite” documentation of 
the evolution of Breaking Glass from 
their beginnings as an East End, 
Punk inspired, garage band; to the 
personal and personel changes 
occuring as they rise in the Muzak 
machine. The film concludes with 
Kate, a star, and the band at the top 
of the of the charts. I wondered, , 
during the final scenes, ‘Who?, had 
arrived”. 

BREAKING GLASS is a lovingly 
crafted inditement of our modern 
times. That the social comment 
contained within its’ frames is 
relevent now, three years after the 
final editing; and here, in a foreign 
land thousands of miles from the 
action depicted; speaks of the 
importance of this film. As an 
enjoyable 90 + minutes of action, 
sets, music, and acting, I highly 
recommiend this film. As an artistic 
statement about a personal vision 
which will touch us all, I urge you to 
see this film.

THE HUNGER

' What with the advent of Pay T.V., 

and the limited diversity of film 
theatre offerings; it's been a long 
time since I've gone, out, to see a 
film. 

My respect and enthusiasm for 
Bowies’ work has long passed the - 


_ stage of heroic admiration; Deneuve 


was the initial model on which my 
earlist conceptions of beauty, 
sensuality, and style were based. To 
have these personal giants together, 
on film, was the ultimate enticement. 


I entered the theatre with incredible 
expectations but without 
preconceptions regarding the 
vehicle chosen to give me yet 
another glimpse of the many facets 
of their talents. I went to this film 
without having inspected the usual 
reviews and without having been 
subjected to the usual media hype. I 
got blown out of my seat. 


The style of this film is a further 
refinement of the 80's genre 
expressed by films such as 
“American Gigolo”, and “Blade 
Runner”. It is inadequate to label 
this style as an updated “Film Noir” 
(in colour) yet the overall sensuality 
the graphic and implied but never 


‘ 


gratuitous violence, soft focus 
flashbacks, the use of light and 
shadow as an integral part of the 
scenes and sets, is descended from 
the classis film style of the late 40's 
and early 50's. It is the differance in 
morality that sets this style as 
unique; gone is the conflict of good 
and evil, replaced by the 
protagonists and antogonists in 
turmoil, fighting the monsters that 
they are or have the potential to 
become. This is a movement in film 
that although still developing and 
occasionally flawed, really excited 
me. 


The film opens with a hammers’ 
blow. Within a few short scenes 


you're transported from Bauhaus, 
delivering a chilling rendition of 
“I’m Dead”; into the night with a 
pick-up of beautiful people by 
beautiful people; to two brutual 
murders; to a pastel, light filled, 
domestic scene of monsters in 
emotional and metaphysical distress; 


to a clinical laboratory and the 
death throws of a primate due to 
experiments on the effects of sleep 
on aging. The changing pace, the 
questions raised, the anxieties of the 
characters, as well as the sheer 
beauty of the sets, staging, and 
camera work; quickly made me 
forget that this film was billed as 
Horror. 
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_ Bowie is once again the Stranger 
in a strange and hostile land; alone, 
contemplative, betrayed. 

Deneuve plays the seductress; 
immortal Woman, offering 
everlasting life and the promise of 

_ “Together, forever and ever”. 

There are no pawns in this film, 
the characters are self motivated 
individuals in circumstance of their 

_own choice. A major them running 
throughout the film deals with 
betrayal; in relationships; by 

institutions; through ignorance; with 

anger. 
Susan Sarandoms’ excellent 
portrayal of a research scientist was 


a great surprise. I’m unfamiliar with 
her work but the cool and 
professional yeat sensual and aware 
character she has developed in this 
film will keep me on the look-out for 
her in the future. She plays the 
perfect foil for Bowies’ desperation 
and rage; Deneuves’ seductive need 
and ethereal feminity. 

If you go to this film looking for 
entertainment, I wish you “Good 
Luck”. If you're looking for 
stimulation bordering on overload, 
and a conceptual development in 
film that in many aspects is still 
experimental and flawed (in this 
case twice) but very exciting; enjoy.
